.Ten Indiana bank attaches, ail of 


tliem charged with infractions of the 
Na-tional banking laws, were arraigned 
before Judge Anderson- in the. Unite,! 
States court this morning, and six of 
the 
number, 
including Detzer 
and 


-Nicolai, entered pleas of guilty.. Four, 
among them being the Markers, from 
Tipton, pleaded not guilty. 


Judge Anderson 'announced that he 


would dispose of the cases of those 
who had pleaded guilty later in the 
day, 
and this afternoon five of them, 


the Fort .Wayne and Auburn men 
among them, came before him and 
were sentenced. Mr. Detzer was rep- 
resented by Attorney S. L. Morris,- of 
Fort Wayne, while Attorney. D. M: 
Link, of Auburn .appeared for Nicolai. 
The five-year sentences, which are the 
shortest terms that could be given un- 
der the law, mean that.the men by 
good behavior can secure their liberty 
in something over three years.

preamble-he asked that 
the action

As 
soon as1 he delivered,.himself of this 
sentiment.Mr.-Brosius wrote his resig- 
nation, read • it aloud., gave it to the 
mayor and.left the building. Follow- 
ing the resignation Mr. Schwartz made 
a. motion, that the .action be rescinded 
and Mr. Lennon, realizing that he could 
easily be defeated, let it go by consent. 
Later he -was found in .his bicycle es- 
tablishment on East Columbia, street. 


Would Not Be Forced. 


He said he did not care to say any- 


thing more than he had said to the 
mayor, adding that he did not think 
it just right to rush through with pub- 
lic business '"just to head 
.off 
some 


other fellow." 
He said this sort of 


thing might be ail right in private 
business, but is not the thing to do 
where the public is concerned and that 
in his opinion the boiler proposition is 
such an 'important one that it ought 
to be carefully considered. Mr, Bro- 
sius was not bitter and put his resig- 
nation on the ground' that 
he 
had 


rather be out o'f the.hoard than in it 
when he could not take such action 
as he thought honest. 


Unpleasant for Lennon. 


"Thing's hnve been awfully unpleas- 


ant around here for me for.a long 
time." said Mr. Lennon, "but I am not 
going to resign while there is so much 
at stake. I know the mayor has the 
power to remove me and all of that, 
but he will have to do it if he wants, 
to get rid of me. 


"I don't intend to serve the Interests 


of any one, two or three people when 
the public is concerned, and I believe 
in this case I am right. Suppose we 
advertise; for bids for the boiler and 
announce that they will bo opened just 
as soon as the time limit for ad-i?er- 
tisiiip expires.

Pearl Fishers Have 


Tons of Mussels from 


the St. Joel 


Two men who have irtllutly devoted 


many weeks to a harvest of mussels 
from the St. Joe river at Leo have 
abandoned the work for- the present 
season and have shipped away more 
than a car load of shells, presumably 
for use in button-making: 


It is popularly supposed at Leo that 


in addition to the shells the fishers 
found a number 
of 
very valuable 


pearls in the course of their summer's 
work. They have lived in a tent along 
the stream' and ha\'e captured the 
mussels by means of a sharp stick 
while wading in the stream beside a 
boat into which they pitched their 
catch. The shells of the mussels ara 
said to make.up handsomely into but- 
tons and they are in big demand for 
the imitation pearl type of goods. 


In former years the shell-gathering 


industry was conducted to some ex- 
tent in the vicinity of Fort Wayne, 
but the St. Joe in the vicinity of Leo 
was first invaded this year.

nicipal administration In Spain. The 
bill is to take the place of a similar

ex-Premier 
Maura 


tried for two years to get through the 
cortes. Jloret's bill, like that of his 
predecessor, aims at the decentraliza- 
tion of power heretofore concentrated 
at Madrid, but Is much more demo- 
cratic than the Maura bill and prom- 
ises at least to give satisfaction to 
aspirations for a species of real local 
self-government. The Moret bill prom- 
ises to please the Catalonians espe- 
cially. The bill proposes: 


First—To restore the 
principle of 


municipal autonomy, destroyed In re- 
cent years by special decrees of the 
central government 


Second—To abolish administrative 


or central decrees, made under the 
guise of "Interpretations" of local laws 
and thus establish the principle that 
the government cannot revoke or mod- 
ify municipal action on the ground 
that the municipality 
has 
exceeded 


rightful powers. The government, how- 
ever, reserves the right to call the at- 
tention of the municipality 
to any 


alleged overstepping 
of 
rights, but 


leaves the remedy to the municipality 
itself.

Scotland 
Labor 
Exchange 
Devises 


Plan to Aid Unemployed. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—A novel meth- 


od of aiding the unemployed is being 
tried in Scotland. 
It is an insurance 


against unemployment. 
The experi- 


ment was inaugurated by the forma- 
tion of a labor exchange and unem- 
ployment society. 
Up to the present 


the organization is of a local character, 
but the popularity of the idea, accord- 
ing to advices from Consul Blake at 
Dunfermline, Scotland, seems to be 
attested. 


Those desiring admission into the 


guild are assessed a weekly sum equal 
to about 8 cents, and after four months' 
subscription are privileged to draw 
emergency benefits up to 40; cents per 
day.. A benefit cannot be used, how- 
ever for more than forty-eight days in 
any calendar year. 


•The undertaking was financed by 


popular 
subscription," the 
necessary 


funds being quickly contributed upon 
the appeal of leaders in the movement 
for social, betterment.

SCHOOL BOARD MEETING. 


TRYING TO GO TOO FAST. 


The folly of going: too fast Is the 


lesson emphasized by defeat of con- 
stitutional prohibition In Alabama. By 
.a most decisive majority the voters of 
that state rejected the amendment in 
Monday's election after a very strenu- 
ous and bitter campaign In which feel- 
Ing ran high throughout the common- 
wealth. Added to the fact that the pro- 
posed amendment was placed before 
the people Immediately following a 
mdst -drastic legislative program of 
prohibition, was the handicap o£ par- 
tisan politics. Ambitious men had at- 
tached themselves to the prohibition 
cause, not to promote it but to profit 
by it. Much natural support that be- 
longed to the amendment was lost In 
this way. 


Alabama has today the most drastic 


and far-reaching; anti-saloon and anti- 
drlnklng code of laws In the United 
States. The'attempt to put prohlbi- 
.tion'm'the constitution was forced up- 
on the. people too soon after the en- 
actment of- this code. Evidently there 
•was not; sufficient preparation of pub- 
lic sentiment for the more radical step. 
The .''anti-liquor laws will stand, but 
constitutional prohibition has received 
a backset that doubtless would not 
have been encountered had tho issue 
teen deferred for a year or two. 


Meanwihle the operation, of the state 


code, reinforced by federal laws for 
the protection of prohibition territory, 
will be watched with uncommon in- 
terest. 
Alabama's 
legislature 
has 


earnestly attempted to make prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic prohibitive to 
the .uttermost and It will be no fault 
bt.-the statutes If the endeavor does 
not succeed.

Textile Men Seek Relief. 


"For months the textile men have

They delegated F. L. Babcock, a prom- 
inent Boston .man.'to bring the trouble 
to the attention of Mr. Taft and to im- 
press upon him the importance.of do- 
Ing something, and. .doing it quickly 
and thoroughly.

HE chief stood in the bow and spat into the 
gray-green water below.
